3. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 1. wherein the act of 
conncctme ihc chent system to the server system comprises the acts of: 

sek-cting a local connection script associated with the server system; and 
connecting to the server system using the local connection script. 
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4. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 3. wherein tlic act of 
selecting a local conjicction script associated with tlic server system comprises the act of: 

reatiins " dcfaiiU conncctioii script from a memory of the client system; 
using llic default cormcclion script to connect to remote computer thai contains 
the selected local connection script; and 

dowuloading the selected local connection script from the remote computer. 

5. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the act of 
receiving replacement inslmctions Ixom the server system comprises the act of autoraalically, 
and without use intervention, requesting the replacement instructions from the server system 
aflcr connectiny lo the server system. 

6. (Prcviou.sly Presented) A method as recited in claim 5, wherein the act of 
receiving replacement instructions from Uic server system comprises receiving i-cplaccment 
insirucltons that have been downloaded from the server system over a salcllilc link that connects 
the server systcin with the client system.

7. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 5, further comprising tlic acts 
writing the replacement instructions to a random access memory of the client 

sy.stctn; 

decompressing the replacement instructions, and 

writing the decompressed replacement to a flash memory of tlie client system. 

8. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim I. wherein the replacement 
in.stnictions are rccei vetl from the server system over the Internet. 

9. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 8. wherein the application 
program instructions comprise an internet browser, and wlicrein the corrupted portion is included 
in hucnict browser.

decompressing the replacement block; and 

writing ilio decompressed replacement block lo a flash memory of the client

Uie computer 
program product comprising:

whc3i executed at the client system, cause tlie client system to pcrfom the method, 
including the acts of: 

checking the validity of blocks of the program instructions at the client system to 
determine whether the blocks of the program instructions include a coirupted block so as 
10 render the corrupted block unreadable as intended; and 

after determining that the blocks of the program instructions include a corrupted

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28. (Previously Presented) A computer program product as recited in claim 25. 
wlicrcin ihc act of checking the validity of blocks of the piogram insUiiciions is pcrJbmied upon 
the client system establishing communication wiUi tlje server system in prcparalioii for 
requesting frorn the server system infomation otJicr than the replacement block. 

29. (Previously Presented) A computer program product as recited in claim 25, each 
of the blocks or the program instructions being stored at a specific storage address at the client 
•system, wherein the act of checking the validity of blocks of the program instructions at the 
client system comprises tlic act of identifying the specific storage address associated with any 
corrupted block that is identified. 
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
